(Excerpts) The Iraqi Republic is now being exnosed to oppressive 
campaigns from abroad and to tendentious attacks from certain quarter's 
which oppose the internal revolution with a view to harming our 
national government, There is no doubt about the fact that these 
feverish campaigns from abroad, be they frem Arab quarters or elsewhere 5 
constitute aggressive activity against Iraq which could be considered 
flagrant intervention in its internal affairs and a blatant violation 
of Arab solidarity, the Arab League Charter, and international rights.

All this goes on when the Arab peoples must feel the need for the 
atmosphere among themselves to be clarified in order to coordinate 
efforts for a strongly united front to defend Arab rights in the most 
important issues now under consideration in the current sessicn of 
the U.N. General Assembly: namely, the questions of the Palestinian 
Arabs and the liberation of Algeria, The interest of the Arab 
peoples requires that all disputes among their governuents be 
discarded, that all radio and press attacks be stopped, ard that 
interference in the internal affairs of any other state be avoided, 
Furthermore, the sptrit cf Ayab solidarity must be adhered to.

The contents uf this report were not placed there by chance.
